Since the 
Germans started using mustard gas 
last November it has been of all their 
gases the most used against the allied 
soldiers. 
It is not lethal gas and seldom kills 
outright, but it seriously affects the 
skin and membranes, : 
most painful burns and putting the 
men out for three months. Its great 
value lies in the fact that mustard 
gas is heavier than the others and will 
lie in the woods or valleys or shell 
holes for days at a time, while the 
other gases float away. 


Allied Chemists Find Secret. 
Soon after the Germans started to 
use mustard gas allied chemists found 
out how it was made and produced it. 
Up to the immediate past the allied 
forces at the front did not have mus.- 
tard gas to use, for, while the allied 
chemists could produce it in the labo- 
ratories, they could not produce it in 
large quantities. 
Now a method has been found and 
henceforth the allied armies will be 
supplied with mustard gas for use 
against the Germans. |

In addition they have just short 
of eight billion dollars of paper money outstanding, 
against which they hold a metallic reserve of less than 
seven hundred millions. The total debt mounts daily. 
If peace comes this year the central empires will 
have to deal with war obligations amounting to nearly 
half the total estimated wealth of the nations at the 
beginning of the war. While Mabilities have multi- 
plied, assets have shrunk, for to a greater extent than 
in any other nation German industry was based on 
foreign trade, and far the greater part of the foreign 
trade was destroyed more than three years ago. 
The war debt of England, France, and Italy stood 
at forty-three billions when the federal reserve fig- 
ures were compliled—about 10 per cent greater than 
the Teuton total. Their wealth at the beginning of 
the war was more than twice as great. England 
draws upon the raw material wealth of Canada, Aus- 
tralasia, and South Africa. Her foreign trade, meas- 
ured in money, is as large as before the war—not to 
mention that the wealth of the United States is noc 
pledged to the allies’ cause. 
To the rulers of Germany peace—unless they can 
win a dazzling stake—is a word of fear. They face a 
frightful reckoning. Governments have survived de-

SOME WAR DISEASES—RAT 
BITE FEVER, SHELL SHOCK 

AND WAR OEDEMA. 

DD Ai hearing more of rat 
W bite fever than we formerly did 
for two reasons. The organism 
which causes the disease had 
been discovered recently and the. Soldiers 
in the trenches are thrown more closely 
in contact with rats than any other 
group of millions of men have ever been. 

In rat bites fever the fever lasts for 
about five days. It then goes off and 
stays off for about a week. It then re- 
curs and lasts about five days. This 
coming and going of the fever may con- 
tinue for several months. The lymph 
lands near the bite may swell, but 
they do not suppurate. - The disease is 
caused by a splroch@eta belonging to the 
same family as that which causes war 
jaundice. 

Many cases of rat bite have been re- 
ported from different sections of the 
United States. More cases are reported 
from Japan than from ny other coun- 
try.

Shell shock is a case of nerves. Some 
writers hold it to be a form of hys- 
teria. It occurs especially in men who 
have been subjected to prolonged in- 
tense bombardment. Rest far from the 
scene of battle and everything associated 
with it is the cure.

— — Dr. Park of Toronto reached 
home after spending nearly two years 
in German prisons. He spént thirteen 
months as physician to his fellow pris- 
oners in the large prison camp at Men- 
den. During this time thousands of 
prisoners passed through this camp. Dr. 
Park saw 400 cases of well marked 
war oedema. 


There was more Of it among the Rus- 
sian and Roumanian prisoners. The Brit- 
ish, French, and Italians managed to 
get a good deal of food to the prison- 
ers from their lands, but the Russians 
and Roumanians were compelled to sub- 
sist on the food furnished by their cap- 
tors. The diet was poorest in 1917 and 
the disease was then at its worst. The 
prison diet furnished by the Germans is 
very low in protein and almost free from 
fat. It is given almost te in the 
form of soup.

War oedema is a form of detent eo 
sulting from starvation. Autopeles on 
the bodies of men dead from war oedema 
showed that all body fat had been used 
up. The disease could be cured quickly 
when the diet became ample. Bad cases 
of war oedema would quickly recover 
when put on an ample diet, even though 
they were kept at work. War oedema, 
therefore, is merely another name for 
starvation dropsy. 


The disease starts as a slight swelling 
of the legs and feet. In time the dropsy 
becomes general and very pronounced. 
The urine never contained albumin or 
casts. There was no heart disease, 
Emaciation, dropsy; -weakness, and, in 
some cases, e e were the only 
symptoms. | 

The great cause was a lack of fat in 
the diet.

1. When infantile paralysis is around the 
children should be kept close at home. They 
should be kept away from other chiidren 
apd especially away from people who have 
been in contact with cases the disease, 
away from dogs and cats other pets, 
should be protected against flies, should not 
eat any raw food—fruit and milk especially. 

2. The paralyzed limbs should be rested 
until they can be exercised without causing 
fatigue or pain. Then massage and exercise 
should be begun. Electricity is not of much 
service. Exercising must not be overdone. 
Patieng and persistence are required. 

3. It has been two years since New York's 
great epidemic. No hospital is used prin- 
cipally for the care of patients with this 
disease. Mt. Sinai and Hospital for the 
Care of the Crippled both care for cases. 
Most every city has an orthopedic hospital 
or an orthopedic ward in which those crip- 
pled by infantile’ paralysis are cared for.

Mrs. Mary C. Melvin’s effort to se 
cure possession of the millions of the 
late James C. King suffered a setback 
before Probate Judge Horner yester- 
day when Mrs. George W. Anderson, 
one of Mrs. Melvin’s star witnesses, 
was forced to make admissions which 
placed her in the position of virtually 
accusing Gaston Means, another star 
witness for Mrs. Melvin, of fraud.

Mrs. Anderson, at whose 
James C. King died, gave testimony 
several weeks ago concerning incl 
dents that occurred on the night the 
alleged second will is said to have been 
signed which strongly supported Mrs.
